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The  Shofar  and 
the  Ethical 


Jewish  moralists  quickly  seized  upon  the 
Shofar  and  the  ritual  of  the  tekiot  for  the 
purpose  of  expounding  ethical  teach¬ 
ings.  As  noted  previously,  the  Talmud 
itself  sets  the  tone  when  it  forbids  the 
use  of  the  horn  of  cows  and  oxen  for  a 
Shofar  on  the  grounds  that  this  would 
be  reminiscent  of  the  Golden  Calf 
— “The  prosecutor  cannot  be  made  into 
a  defense  counsel.” 

The  Shofar  is  used  in  Jewish  ethical 
literature  metaphorically  to  designate 
a  leader,  especially  one  who  claims  to 
speak  the  word  of  God.  The  figure  is 
taken  from  the  Bible  itself:  God  com¬ 
mands  the  prophet,  “Lift  up  thy  voice 
like  a  Shofar.”  Consequently,  rules  and 
regulations  originally  ordained  for  a 
Shofar  are  transferred  homiletically  to 
rabbis,  preachers  and  leaders  generally. 

The  distinguished  British  scholar,  A. 
Cohen,  counsels  students  for  the  Rab¬ 
binate  to  apply  the  standards  of  a  proper 
Shofar  to  their  preaching:  “...  the  Sho¬ 
far  should  be  kafuf,  bent,  curved.  That 
may  be  taken  as  symbolic  of  a  humble 
frame  of  mind. . .  ‘If  it  is  split  length¬ 
wise  it  is  unfit  for  use’.  A  preacher  is 


similarly  useless  who  is  split-minded, 
who  has  not  clear-cut  views  and  definite 
convictions.  ‘If  the  Shofar  was  overlaid 
with  gold,  with  the  result  that  the  origi¬ 
nal  tone  is  changed,  it  is  disqualified.’ 
The  application  we  may  draw  from 
these  words  is  that  the  preacher  must 
be  independent.  He  must  not  allow 
his  utterances  to  be  affected  by  such  an 
external  influence  as  a  power  of  gold. . . 
‘If  the  Ba’al  Tokay  a  reverses  the  Shofar 
and  blows  into  it,  he  has  not  fulfilled

the  obligation.’  He  obviously  acts  in 
this  way  to  make  a  parade  of  his  extraor¬ 
dinary  power  and  it  is  not  actuated  by 
a  pious  motive.  It  is  precisely  the  same 
with  a  preacher.  He,  too,  must  avoid 
what  is  vulgarly  called  ‘showing  off’  in 
the  pulpit.” 

Homilies  on  the  theme  of  sincere  con¬ 
centration  as  the  prime  requirement  in 
sounding  the  Shofar  are  legion.  One 
points  out  that  the  Shofar,  being  an 


unimproved  wind  instrument,  possesses 
no  inherent  sound  other  than  that  im¬ 
parted  to  it  by  the  breath  of  the  blower. 
Obviously,  then,  everything  depends  on 
the  Baal  Tokay  a  himself  and  the  purity 
of  his  motive.  That  is  why  he  does  not 
say  in  his  benediction,  "...  to  sound  the 
Shofar,”  but  “...  to  hear  the  sound  of 
the  Shofar.”  The  Shofar  sounder  is  not 
a  performer.  He  has  the  same  obliga¬ 
tion  as  the  humblest  member  of  the 
Congregation  to  give  heed  to  the  sound 
and  message  of  the  Shofar. 

The  Shofar  is  a  major  element  in  the 
High  Holy  Day  ritual,  but  those  who 
would  emphasize  it  to  the  exclusion  of 
other  basic  mitzvot  should  ponder  the 
following  episodes: 

When  the  saintly  Chief  Rabbi  Kook  of 
Palestine  was  taken  to  the  hospital  in 
Jerusalem  a  few  days  before  his  death, 
during  the  month  of  Elul,  1935,  he 
insisted  on  following  the  traditional 
practice  of  hearing  the  Shofar  blown 
each  morning  of  Elul.  His  physicians 
feared  that  the  effects  would  be  too 
much  for  his  delicate  condition  but  they 
were  unable  to  dissuade  him.  Finally  a 
colleague  succeeded  with  the  only  plea 
capable  of  swaying  the  gentle  Chief 
Rabbi:  “The  sound  of  the  Shofar  will  af¬ 
fect  the  other  patients.”  The  dying  man 
withdrew  his  request  in  the  face  of  the 
greater  mitzvah  of  consideration  for  the 
feelings  of  the  others.

In  Celebration  of  the  High  Holy  Days 


In  Our  Homes 

Rosh  Hashanah  is  both  a  solemn  and  a  festive  occasion.  Its 
joy  is  spiritually  disciplined  by  the  sacred  traditions  of  home 
and  synagogue.  Although  the  observance  of  the  High  Holy 
Days  is  centered  in  the  synagogue,  it  is  in  the  home  where 
family  members  prepare  to  meet  the  New  Year  in  a  spirit  of 
faith  and  in  a  mood  conducive  to  prayer  and  soul-searching. 


White  is  thought  of  as  the  color  that  symbolizes  purity  and 
joy.  Thus,  the  table  is  set  with  a  white  tablecloth  and  flowers, 
candles  and  wine.  Round  challot  symbolizing  a  full 
round  year,  and  apples  and  a  dish  of  honey  for  a  sweet  year, 
complete  the  symbolic  representations  on  the  holiday  table. 


The  family  gathers  together  for  the  lighting  of  the  candles  and  Kiddush ,  which  precede  the  festive  meal  on  both  nights  of  Rosh 
Hashanah.  The  following  blessings  are  recited  over  the  candles: 

Baruch  atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melech  haolam ,  asher  kid’shanu  b’mitzvotav  vetzivanu  Thadlik  ner  shel  Yom  Tov. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Tord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe,  whose  mitzvot  add  holiness  to  our  lives,  and  who  gave  us  the  mitzvah 
to  kindle  light  for  the  Festival. 

Baruch  atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melech  haolam,  Shehecheyanu  vekiyemanu  vehigiyanu  lazman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life,  preserved  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this 
season. 


After  the  Rosh  Hashanah  Kiddush,  the  Motzi  is  recited  over  the  round  challah: 

Baruch  atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melech  haolam,  hamotzi  lechem  min  ha-aretz. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  oi  the  Universe,  who  brings  forth  bread  from  the  earth. 

Then  all  the  members  of  the  family  dip  the  apple  in  honey  and  recite  the  following  blessing  and  prayer: 

Ye  hi  ratzon  milefanechah  Adonai  Eloheinu  vElohei  avoteinu,  shetechadesh  aleiynu  shanah  tovah  umetukah. 

May  it  be  Thy  Will,  O  Lord  our  God,  to  renew  unto  us  a  happy  and  sweet  New  Year. 

After  the  morning  services  of  Rosh  Hashanah,  a  festive  meal  is  also  eaten,  preceded  by  daytime  Kiddush  and  the  Motzi: 

Tiku  vahodesh  shofar,  bakeseh  Vyom  hagenu,  kihok  TYisraelhu,  mishpat  VElohey  Yaakov.  Baruch  atah  Adonai  Eloheinu, 
b’rei p’ri  hagafen. 

The  greeting  on  Rosh  Hashanah  is  L’Shanah  Tovah  Tikatavu — May  you  be  inscribed  for  a  good  year.

Recycling  at  P.A.S. 

In  the  Avot  de  Rabbi  Natan ,  we  read, 

Rabbi  Yohanan  ben  Zakkai  used  to  say: 

‘if  you  have  a  sapling  in  your  hand,  and  someone 
should  say  to  you  that  the  Messiah  has  come,  stay 
and  complete  the  planting,  and  then  go  greet  the 
Messiah.’ 

Today  we  might  also  say,  “If  you  have 
the  means  to  save  a  tree  in  your  hand, 
and  someone  should  say  to  you  the 
Messiah  has  come,  finish  saving  the  tree, 
then  go  meet  the  Messiah.”  Samson 
Raphael  Hirsh  explained  this  well  in  his 
commentary  on  Devarinv. 

“Our  text  becomes  the  most  comprehensive 
warning  to  human  beings  not  to  misuse  the 
position  that  God  has  given  them  as  masters  of 
the  world. ...  ’Do  not  destroy  anything!’  is  the 
first  and  most  general  call  of  God.  ” 

Our  tradition  has  long  recognized 
the  vital  importance  of  God’s  created 
world  and  the  absolute  necessity  of 
our  stewardship  of  natural  resources. 
Because  here  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
we  strive  always  to  teach  both  by  word 
and  by  example,  we  are  recycling  paper 
and  paper  products,  glass,  plastics, 
and  many  metals.  Because  we  are  a 
community,  we  need  each  congregant 
to  help.

“Errant  and  powerful,  like  the  potential  of  a 
gifted  natural  athlete,  human  nature  needs  to  be 
focused,  disciplined  and  trained.  The  awareness 
of  God’s  dominion,  a  proprietorship  anchored 
in  creation,  is  the  ultimate  constraint  to  stay 
the  hand  of  self  destruction.  The  ecological 
nightmare  of  our  own  making  cries  out  for  the 
reinculcation  of  this  reverential  mindset.” 

May  we  all  grow  in  service  and 
understanding  through  this  important 
mitzvah  of  recycling.

School  •  Whether  you  are  new 
to  the  school  or  seasoned  veterans,  I 
hope  you  get  a  chance  to  stop  by  my 
office  and  say  “shalom”  as  we  embark  on 
another  year  of  Jewish  learning. 

This  summer  I  continued  my 
participation  in  the  Hebrew  Union 
College/Jewish  Theological  Seminary’s 
Leadership  Institute.  Together  with  40 
other  congregational  school  principals 
from  the  metropolitan  area,  I  spent  two 
weeks  examining  a  range  of  issues  in 
Jewish  education.  During  our  first  week 
we  focused  on  “Translating  Theology 
into  Educational  Settings,”  led  by  Dr. 
Neil  Gillman  and  Dr.  Steve  Brown. 
Together  we  discussed  how  important  it 
is  for  students  and  teachers  to  struggle 
with  questions  of  theology,  meaning, 
and  spiritual  connection  at  an  age- 
appropriate  level.  What  could  be  more 
natural  a  setting  to  discuss  God  than  a 
Congregational  School  classroom?  And 
yet,  theology  is  not  always  talked  about. 

Dr.  Jeff  Kress  led  sessions  on  social 
and  emotional  learning  in  children, 
and  Rabbi  Larry  Hoffman  studied 
with  us  about  prayer  and  how  we  can 
make  T’filah  more  meaningful  to  our 
students.  We  had  workshops  on  making 
curriculum  decisions,  Israel  education, 
and  articulating  Jewish  identity.  One  of 
the  highlights  of  our  second  week  was  a 
visit  to  Camp  Ramah  in  Nyack. 


All  of  us  had  an  opportunity  to  see 
Jewish  learning  in  action  in  a  camp 
community.  What  a  nice  surprise  it  was 
for  me  to  see  some  of  our  RA.S.  teachers 
working  as  counselors  there!  I  felt 
very  proud  of  our  faculty  as  I  watched 
them  sing,  dance,  pray,  and  play  with 
their  Ramah  youngsters.  I  know  I  will 
implement  much  of  what  I  learned 
at  the  Leadership  Institute  this  new 
school  year,  and  am  grateful  to  have  had 
the  opportunity  to  participate  in  this 
wonderful  program. 

In  Avot  de  Rabbi  Natan  it  is  written: 
“What  is  learned  in  early  childhood 
is  absorbed  in  the  blood.”  Jewish 
identity  begins  to  develop  early,  and  the 
Congregational  School  must  work  in 
partnership  with  both  the  family  and 
the  greater  synagogue  to  nourish  it  in 
our  youngsters.  It  is  my  belief  that  the 
best  way  to  transmit  the  joy  and  beauty 
of  Judaism  is  by  providing  new  and 
creative  ways  for  children  to  explore 
their  identity,  at  a  developmentally- 
appropriate  level.  A  vibrant  learning 
environment  is  one  in  which  children 
are  enthusiastic  about  coming  to  school 
and  exploring  new  territory  on  the 
Jewish  “map.”  The  search  for  meaning 
is  an  ongoing  process  in  our  tradition, 
and  this  search  begins  in  childhood. 
With  our  committed  teachers,  creative 
curriculum,  and  supportive  parents,  we 
will  continue  this  year  to  provide  an 
environment  in  which  each  and  every 
child  will  have  a  rich  and  rewarding 
Jewish  learning  experience.  Together,  we 
forge  the  next  links  in  the  chain  of  our 
tradition,  and  as  partners  we  can  achieve 
great  success  in  this  sacred  task.  I  wish 
all  of  you  and  your  loved  ones  a  Shanah 
Tovah  JJ’Metukah — a  good  and  sweet 
new  year.
